The Field Day results have been published in the November 
QST and the TRW/ARC placed 4th in the nation in class 7A. 
If our 40 Meter CW operation had not been knocked out we 
probably could have made 3rd place. We had 2668 contacts 
for a point total of 7926. That is 1056 more points than 
we scored last year. Class 7A honors went to W3SK who 
made 3399 contacts for s point total of 11,782! The 
Northrop and Palos Verdes ARCs teamed up to take 6A 
honors with the call sign W6CN they had 3402 contacts for 
9,870 points! Congratulations to al! who participated!

With a feeling of deep sorrow and loss, I report the 
passing of Associate Member Fred Reed, WGUMC. Fred died 
of a heart attack on Monday, November 23, 1987 and the 
age of 62. 

Fred was a reguiar member of the TRW/ARC from 1963 to 
1970 while he was employed at TRW and continued as an 
associate member after leaving. He played an active role 
the Club during early years as a member and officer 
always ready to lend a hand or take on a project. 

You older members may remember that Fred developed our 
first Club QSL cards featuring the 060 spacecraft and 
arranged for company funding to underwrite the basic 
costs. 

He also made major contributions of time and effort to 
help install the Club station in building 65 when we got 
our first club call, WBGWPO. We were proud of our brand 
new Swan 500 and s 14AVQ vertical. 

I was in the Club shack with Fred on the day he worked Al 
Lee, W6KQI, when Al was Chief Operator of GBSQM on board 
the R.M.S. Queen Mary on her last voyage from Southamton, 
England to Long Beach, Californ 
Fred had a “fee! for Quads." Those of you who partake in 
Field Day activities will remember Fred's portable 15- 
Meter Quad with bamboo fish pole spreaders. He had a way 
of tweaking and pruning it to help run up the Club's 
scores on 15 SSB on many, many Field Days! 

Many of us were blessed with Fred's help in putting up 
our own towers and antennas. He could always find time 
on a Saturday or Sunday to show up with his lineman's 
belt and a box of tools to help put up a new "skyhook" 
and make it work. 

In addition to being one of the great hams, Fred 
contributed to the electronics industry in many ways, as 
an engineer and as a teacher. He taught night classes in 
electronics at East L.A. College, and as an electronics 
assembly instructor in the Los Angeles School System. 
He was present at every Club Swap Meet, carrying a big 
satchel and filling it with "goodies" to support his 
teaching programs. 

Fred is survived by his wife Olive, daughter Mary anc 
sons Stanley and Allen. We extend our deepest sympathy 
to them in their loss.

The letter will 
state that they cannot be admitted to the Swap Meet due 
to the rule changes unless they t the new 
requirements.
